The subject matter of the present claims 1s defined with only vague and 
unclear terms, like for instance "recombination cassette", "marker", or 
with entirely Internal designations like n pMXY12" or "pHXY9" and the 
like. Therefore, present claims 1-44 relate to an extremely large number 
of possible compounds and methods. In fact, the cl aims contain so many 
options, that a lack of clarity (and conciseness) v/ithin the meaning of 
Article 6 PCT arises to such an extent as to render a meaningful search 
of the claims impossible. Consequently, the search has been carried out 
for those parts of the application which do appear to be clear (and 
concise), namely those compounds/methods recited in the examples. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an International preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
